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Declaratory  Resolution  No.  238-1912. 

For  the  vacation  of  the  alley  between  Darrow  Avenue  and  Withers 


Street  from  Webster  Street  to  Hoagland  Avenue,  also  for  the  vacation 
of  the  first  alley  west  of  Webster  Street  from  Darrow  Avenue  to 
Withers  Street,  also  for  the  vacation  of  the  first  alley  east  of 
Hoagland  Avenue  from  Darrow  Avenue  to  Withers  Street. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  cf  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana.,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  alley 
between  Darrow  Avenue  and  Withers  Street  from  Webster  Street  to 
Hoagland  Avenue.  Also  to  vacate  the  first  alley  west  of  Webster  Street 
from  harrow  Avenue  to  Withers  Street.  Also  to  vacate  the  first  alley 
east  of  Hoagland  Avenue  from  Darrow  Avenue  to  Withers  Street. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  vacations  now  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  city. 

The  cost  of  said  vacation  and  all  expenses  connected  therewith 
to  be  assessed  against  the  property  beneficially  affected  thereby. 

All  of  said  alleys  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  vacation  of  said 
alleys  as  above  described  being  situated  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
County  of  Allen  and  State  of  Indiana.

MENT  CO.  and  THE  R.  I, . ROMY  INVESTMENT  CO.,  both  incorporated 
under  the  Laws  of  Indiana,  parties  of  the  second  part,  WITNESSETH 
that 

Whereas  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1912,  a petition  was 
filed  with  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  asking  for  the  passage 
of  a resolution  calling  for  the  vacation  of  the  two  north  and 
south  alleys  extending  from  Darrow  Avenue  to  Withers  Street  be- 
tween Hoagland  Avenue  and  Webster  Street  in  theCity  of  Fort  Wayne, 
and  that 

Whereas  the  parties  of  the  second  part  propose  to  re-plat 
the  land  now  known  as  Pat ter son- Fletcher  Addition  and  Federal  Park 
Addition  in  accordance  with  a plat  filed  herewith  which  same  gives 
the  city  a seventy-seven  (77)  foot  highway  in  place  of  the  14  foot 
east  and  west  alley ; now  therefore 

It  isagreed  by  the  said  second  parties  that  if  said  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  causes  a va- 
cation of  the  above  described  alleys,  the  parties  of  the  second  part 
will  grant  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  an  easement  along  the  west 

lines  of  Lots  No.  S and  No.  , and  the  west  lines  of  lots 

No.  \ X and  No.  O of*  sid  proposed  plat  for  the  construction 
of  a pole  line,  or  underground  conduit  line,  for  telephone  and 
electric  wires^  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
it  is  necessary  so  to  do. 

It  is  further  agreed  tha.t  this  agreement  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  parties  hereto,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  a resolution 
confirming  a declaratory  resolution  calling  for  the  vacation  of  said 

alleys  and  the  re-platting  of  said  ground  in  accordance  with  the
